CRIMINAL  JUSTICE  ACCOUNTS. 

To  the  Warden  and  Councillors  of  the  County  of  Welland,  in 

Council  assembled  : 

Your  Committee  appointed  to  enquire  into  the  Criminal 
Justice  Audits,  beg  leave  to  report. 

Having  made  application  to  the  Treasurer  for  all  papers 
and  documents  of  any  kind  calculated  to  afford  information 
to  your  Committee  in  this  matter,  we  obtained  abstract 
returns  of  Government  Audit  for  certain  years,  but  for 
certain  other  years  and  several  quarters  it  was  impossible 
to  get  any  of  these  abstract  returns  ;  likewise  in  regard  to 
the  pay  lists,  many  of  them  were  missing,  rendering  it  im- 
possible for  your  Committee  to  make  comparisons  with  the 

returns,  and  leaving  your  v^ominuicc  nuitc  x^i  -.x.-.  •- 

to  the  transactions  of  recent  years  into  which  they  con- 
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sidered  it  most  important  to  enquire.  We  herewith  submit  a 
statement  of  all  errors  discovered  so  far  as  we  could  obtain 
papers  for  comparison  and  enquiry. 

Your  Committee  understand  from  Mr.  Harcourt  that  all 
the  missing  documents  can  be  obtained  from  the  Provincial 
Treasurer's  Office,  if  required. 

Your  Committee  would,  therefore,  recommend  that,  if 
your  Council  consider  the  information  now  laid  before  you 
of  such  a  character  as  to  warrant  further  enquiry,  they  be 
empowered  to  procure  the  missing  documents  and  report 
fully  at  the  June  session. 

Your  Committee  desire  further  to  draw  the  attention  of 
the  Council  to  the  fact  that  many  accounts  payable  wholly 
by  the  County  have  been  forwarded  in  such  accounts  to  the 
Government,  which  practice,  in  their  opinion,  should  be 
discontinued  in  the  future 

Also,  that  the  Treasurer  has  neglected  to  supply  infor- 
mation asked  as  to  certain  accounts  disallowed  by  the  Gov- 
ernment for  want  of  full  inioimation,  such  information  not 
being  given,  the  sums  returned  have  been  entirely  lost  to 
the  County. 

We  are  further  of  opinion  that  the  Auditors,  previous  to 
1880,  have,  in  many  instances,  neglected  their  duty.

REPORT   OF   WARDEN  AND   CLERK  RE  REGIS- 
TRY OFFICE. 

To  the  Warden  and  Councillors  of  the  County  of  Welland,  in 

Council  assembled. 

Pursusunt  to  a  resolution  of  the  Council  passed  on  the 
8th  day  of  December,  A.D.  1880,  wherein  the  Warden  and 
Clerk  were  instructed  to  provide  the  necessary  furniture  for 
the  new  Registry  Office,  and,  when  completed,  to  ask  the 
Registrar  to  remove  the  records  therein,  the  undersigned 
take  pleasure  in  making  the  following  report  in  connection 
therewith. 

That,  immediately  after  the  December  Session,  the  un- 
dersigned took  action  to  comply  with  said  resolution  by 
ordering  one  new  desk,  as  after  inspecting  those  in  office 
concluded  that,  with  one  exception,  the  desks  could*  be 
used  by  having  them  revarnished  and  repaired,  which  was 
accordingly  done. 

Two  of  the  desks  that  had  been  in  use  for  some  time  in 
the  office  belonged  to  Mr.  D'Everardo,  and  being  con- 
sidered necessary  were  bought  for  use  in  the  new  Registry 
Office. 
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Your  Committee  caused  the  stoves  to  be  put  up  in  the 
new  office,  and,  in  doing  so,  put  in  an  additional  small 
stove  on  the  outside  of  the  counter  to  guard  against  the 
possible  danger  of  dampness,  which  would  be  detrimental 
to  health  as  well  as  to  the  records.     This  additional  stove, 
your  Committee  do  not  think,   will  be  necessary  another 
winter,  after  the  walls  get  thoroughly  dry,  and  it  can  be  then 
used  in  some  part  of  the  County  buildings,  and,  therefore, 
will   not   be   an   unnecessary   expense.     The  shelving  for 
books  in  the  east  vault  was  found  to  be  (previous  to  mov- 
ing) not  made  according  to  specifications,  as  they  were  two 
inches  wider  than  was  called  for,  thereby  making  the  up- 
rights such  a  distance  apart   that   the  books   would  fall 
through. 

Your  Committee  met  Messrs.  Vanderburg  and  Beatty  at 
the  office  in  connection  therewith,  and  after  consideration 
it  was  decided  to  put  sheet-iron  b^nds  of  uniform  width 
around  the  uprights,  which  was  done  at  a  cost  of  twenty 
dollars.  This  sum,  your  Committee  considered,  should  not 
have  been  paid  by  the  County,  but  as  neither  Messrs.  Van- 
derburg or  Beatty  would  consent  to  make  good  their  work 
after  the  same  had  passed  the  Inspector,  the  only  alterna- 
tive was  for  the  County  to  pay. 

Your  Committee  reported  to  Mr.  D'Everardo,  that  the 
office  was  ready  for  occupation,  and  accordingly  the  records 
were  removed  on  the  loth  of  this  month  between  the  hours 
of  three  and  five  in  the  afternoon,  having  been  in  the 
County  buildings  just  eight  years  and  one  month  ;  having 
been  removed  from  Fonthill  on  the  loth  day  of  December, 
1872,  and  are  now  probably  in  as  good  an  office  as  is  in  the 
Province,  and  no  doubt  beyond  the  reach  of  fire. 

Your  Committee  caused  the  inside  door  to  be  improved 
by  having  a  glass  put  therein,  which  adds  to  the  light  and 
comfort  of  the  room,  which  can  be  realized  only  by  visiting 
the  office.  v 


Your  Committee  delayed  in  getting  matting  for  th( 
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for  some  time  in  hopes  that  it  would  not  be  necessary,  but, 
after  a  trial  for  a  couple  of  weeks,  it  was  found  impossible 
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to  endure  the  cold  on  the  feet  from  the  stone,  and,  there- 
fore, had  to  incur  the  expense  of  matting,  which  has  been 
ordered  for  the  east  room  and  for  that  part  of  the  centra 
room  inside  of  the  counter. 

Your  Committee  have  allowed  Mr.  Gilchrist,  for  four 
weeks'  service  keeping  fire  night  and  day  previous  to  re- 
moval of  records,  the  sum  of  ten  dollars.

To  James  Smith,  Esq.,  Warden  : 

Sir,— I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  of 
the  Schools  under  my  jurisdiction,  for  the  year  1880. 
The   number  of  rural  and  village  Public  Schools

Roman  Catholic  Separate  Schools i 

Total 93 

The  general  condition  of  the  schools  has  been,  upon  the 
whole,  satisfactory,  and  their  progress  encouraging.  While 
most  of  the  schools  maintain  a  fair  state  of  proficiency,  a 
number  of  them  occupy  a  still  higher  standing,  and  do 
credit,  not  only  to  their  own  locality,  but  also  to  the 
County. 

The  advantages  of  a  good  school  cannot  be  overestimat- 
ed, and  the  outlay  necessary  in  order  to  secure  it  cannot 
be  made  to  better  advantage.  In  order  to  maintain  a  good 
school,  the  remuneration  to  the  teacher  should  be  fair,  and 
he  should  be  well  treated ;  and  as  his  efficiency  and 
worthiness  become  apparent  an  occasional  increase  in  his 
salary  would  be  a  proper  way  to  show  the  appreciation  of 
his  services  and  to  encourage  him,  and  a  good  teacher  will 
then  rarely  be  wanting. 

ACCOMMODATIONS. 

We  have  now  a  large  number  of  excellent  school  houses 
throughout  the  County,  and  those  that  cannot  be  classed 
as  excellent,  may,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  be  regarded 
as  suitable.  In  only  one  section  can  the  accommodations 
be  described  as  very  bad,  and  in  this  section  the 
Trustees  and  a  proportion  of  the  ratepayers  are  desirous  of 
building  a  new  school  house,  but  there  are  others  who  are 
disposed  to  iiave  the  section  liuuuancu,  a^ia  xhc^  -j-r- 
building,  and  as  the  sanction  of  the  section  is  necessary  m 
order  to  build,  and  as  the  trustees  have  not  been  able  to  ob- 
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tain  that  sanction,  the  accommodations  continue  very  un- 
satisfactory. During  the  year  one  new  school  house  was 
erected,  and  one  enlarged  by  an  addition  containing  two 
rooms.  The  amount  expended  for  school  sites,  building 
school  houses,  etc.,  was  $3,361.28.  The  number  of  brick 
school  houses  in  the  County  is  46 — stone,  7  ;  frame,  32  ; 
total,  85. 

ATTENDANCE.

In  regard  to  attendance,  irregularity  is  yet  a  noticeable 
feature,  and  it  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  to  remedy,  and 
appears  to  be  out  of  reach  of  a  compulsory  law.

THE  COUNTY  MODEL  SCHOOI . 

It  is  a  mnt+er  of  great  concern  that  all  who  aspire  to  the 
profession  of  teaching  should  receive  suitable  training  for 
the  profession  before  receiving  certificates  of  qualification. 
With  a  view  to  supplying  that  training,  County  Model 
Schools  are  a  step  in  the  right  direction  ;  it  remains  to 
carry  them  to  their  legitimate  conclusion,  to  make  them  in 
all  respects  model  in  their  character,  and  by  means  of  them 
to  supply  a  body  of  well  trained  teachers. 

The  effects  of  the  Model  School  training  c.it  plainly  to 
be  seen,  and  any  measures  calculated  to  enable  these  in- 
stitutions still  more  fully  to  ^complish  their  design  must 
be  regarded  with  satisfaction.  As  a  local  institution  the 
model  school  is  not  looked  upon  as  an  unmixed  good.  The 
teaching  of  the  teachers  in  training  is  regarded  as  not 
being  so  efficient  as  that  of  the  regular  teachers  of  the 
school,  and  some  dissatisfaction  exists  on  this  score  ;  but 
the  evil  is,  I  fear,  inherent  in  all  institutions  of  this  nature. 

During  the  year  improvements  have  been  made  in  the 
Model  School  accommodations.  Some  alterations  of  the 
rooms  have  been  made  with  a  view  to  the  more  convenient 
and  comfortable  working  of  the  two  highest  departments  ; 
the  uncomfortable  gallery  seats  have  been  removed  from 
.  one  of  the  rooms  and  new  and  suitable  ones  provided,  and 
the  premises  have  been  put  into  better  condition. 

The  teaching  staff  consists  of  four  teachers— the  Princi- 
pal, holding  a  first-class  Provincial  certificate  ;  two  assist- 
ants, holding  second-class  Provincial  certificates,  aod  one 
holding  a  third-class  County  Board  certificate- 

The  programme  drawn  up  last  year  by  the  Townlnspec- 
tor,  R.  Harcourt,  Esq.,  M.A,,  M.P.P.,  and  myself,  was 
found  to  work  well,  and  we  adopted  it  again  for  the  last 
two  sessions ;  a  copy  of  it  was  in  my  last  report. 

The  number  of  teachers  in  training  during  the  first  turn 
was  12 ;  in  the  second,  ,14— total,  2.6.    Their  atteodance 
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was  regular,  except  in  cases  in  which  sickness  was  the 
cause  of  absence,  and  their  deportment  was  satisfactory. 

At  the  end  of  each  term  an  examination  was  held,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  Departmental  regulations,  and  was 
partly  oral  and  partly  written.  The  candidates  were  also 
required  by  the  Board  of  Examiners  to  take  classes,  and 
teach  them  in  presence  of  the  Board.  At  the  close  of  the 
examinations  the  candidates  were  all  awarded  certificates.

There  is  outstanding  on  mortgages  on  Marsh  Lands  the 
sum  of  $13,250,  including  interest  for  current  year.  There 
are  about  7,000  acres  remaining  unsold. 

The  action  taken  by  the  County  a  short  time  ago  by 
serving  notices  on  parties  in  arrears,  as  I  remarked  in  a 
former  report,  is  useless  if  it  is  not  followed  up,  and  if  the 
Council  is  not  disposed  to  force  collections,  the  parties 
should  at  least  be  required  to  renew  their  mortgages,  so 
that  the  County  would  not  suffer  through  their  indulgence 
to  mortgagors.  The  time  could  be  extended,  if  found 
necessary,  to  two,  three  or  four  years,  including  amount  due 
at  present  time  in  new  mortgages. 

There  has  been  sold  within  the  last  few  days  166  acres 
in  Humberstone,  at  $6.00  per  acre  cash.  The  Robert 
Foster  mortgage  has  been  paid  in  full  this  week,  amount- 
ing to  $482.40,  and  his  mortgage  discharged. 

The  Government  have  taken  for  canal  enlargement  about 
19  acres,  from  lot  27,  in  the  4th  Concession  of  Humber- 
stone. 

There  are  several  applications  now  in  for  purchase  of 
lands,  and  if  the  sale  is  completed,  will  cause  a  consider- 
able revenue  from  sales  this  present  year. 

The  County  Treasurer  has  deposited  policies  for  $10,000, 
one  for  $5,000  in  Citizen  Insurance  Company,  expiring  on 
the  1st  day  of  April,  1881,  and  another  for  same  amount 
in  Canada  Guarantee  Company,   expiring   ist   December, 

1881.

COMMUNICATION  RE   SELECTION  OF  JURORS. 

To  the  Warden  and  Councillors  of  the  County  of  Welland,  in 

Council  assembled  : 

Gentlemen —From  an  experience  of  twenty  years  dur- 
m<'  which  time  I   have,  as  County  Treasurer,   sat   as  a 
member  of  the  County  Board  of  Selectors  of  Jurors,  I  have 
become   thoroughly  convinced   of  the   uselessness   of  the 
second  selection  by  that  Board,   made  as  it  is  by  parties 
who  can  have  no  intimate  knowledge  of  the  qualifications, 
as    Jurors,    of    those  returned    by    the   selectors    of  the 
local  municipalities.     These  latter,  viz.,  the  Reeve,  Clerk 
and  Assessor  of  each  municipality,  Prc  certamly  the  best 
qualified   to  make   a  proper   select  ;^«n   within   their  own 
municipality,  and  their  power  of  selecdon  should   not  be 
controlled  further  than  is  consistent  w-th  due  regard  to 
preventing,  as  far  as  practicable,  any  parking  of  the  Jury 
Lists.     The  County  Board  of  Selectors,  un  the  other  hand, 
all  except  the  Warden,  living  in  the  County  Town,  cannot 
have  any  intimate  knowledge  of  the  parties  returned  from 
the  different  municipalities,  and  their  selection  from  these 
lists  is  mainly,  if  not  altogether,  a  mere  matter  of  guess 
work.     Their  main  duty  is  to  draw  $4  per  day. 
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The  average  cost  in  each  County  for  this  service  is  about 
$140.  This  unnecessary  waste  of  the  County  funds  could 
certainly  be  saved  without  in  any  w^y  interfering  with  the 
impartial  selection  of  fitting  men  to  ser-e  as  Jurors. 

I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  the  second  selection 
by  the  County  Board  should  be  done  away  with  altogether 
and  the  jury  panels  balloted  for  directly  from  the  lists  re- 
turned by  the  local  selectors. 

I  would  respecfully  ask  you  to  take  this  into  your  care- 
ful consideration,  and  if  you  concur  in  the  views  I  have  ex- 
pressed, to  petition  the  Local  L'^gislature  now  in  session 
to  so  amend  the  Jurors  Act  as  to  abolish  the  second  selec- 
tion by  the  County  Selectors. 

Further,  the  large  expenditure  entailed  upon  each  Coun 
ty  for  providing  juries,  to  try  both  civil  and  crirninal  cases 
is  a  serious  charge  upon  the  County  funds ;  your  own 
Treasurer  can  furnish  you  with  the  amount  it  costs  your 
own  county.  Something  has  be^.^  done  within  the  past 
two  years  in  the  way  of  lessen!  m^  *he  costs,  but  much 
more  could  be  yet  effected,  without  impairing  the  efficiency 
of  jury  trial,  which  it  is  certainly  desirable  to  maintain,  to 
lessen  the  burden  entailed  upon  the  taxpayer.  The  most 
material  saving  could  be  effected  by  lessening  the  number 
composing  both  a  Grand  and  Petit  Jury.  It  seems  to  many 
farcical  that  twenty-four  men  should  be  summoned  to 
make  a  preliminary  inquiry  to  see  whether  a  prisoner 
should  be  put  on  his  trial  or  not,  while  twelve  only  are  re- 
quired to  definitely  pronounce  on  his  guilt  or  innocence. 
Again,  in  civil  cases,  is  not  twelve  more  than  is  sufficient  ? 
I  have  heard  a  County  Court  Judge  express  the  opinion 
that  from  his  experience  he  would  have  more  confidence  in 
in  a  Division  Court  Jury,  consisting  only  of  five,  than  in  a 
County  or  Assize  Court  Jury  of  twelve. 

In  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick  they  have,  for  the 
past  ten  years  tried  the  experiment  of  reducing  the  numbenc 
of  their  iuries  in  both  Countv  and  Sunerior  Courts  with 
marked  success.     Their  juries  now  consist  of  nine  in  the 
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Superior  Courts,  of  whom  seven  can  find  a  verdict,  and  of 
five  in  the  County  Courts,  of  whom  four  can  find  a  verdict. 
The  Attorney-General  of  that  Province,  the  Hon.  Mr. 
King,  states  that  since  the  adoption  of  that  reform  he  has 
not  heard  of  any  feeling  ^.  desire  to  revert  to  the  original 
number.  If  a  similar  reduction  were  made  in  our  own 
Province  and  a  reductio  i  of  the  Grand  Jury  to  fifteen,  it 
would  effect  a  yearly  saving  of  from  $700  to  $1,000  in  each 
county  without  in  any  way  impairing  the  efficiency  of  the 
Administration  of  Justice. 

These  points,  also,  are  well  worthy  of  your  consideration, 
and  if  you  concur  in  the  proposed  reduction,  you  could  em- 
body  ihem  also  in  your  petition. 

Should  you  decide  upon  expressing  your  views  by  peti- 
tion upon  one  or  both  of  these  propositions,  please  forward 
your  petition  to  your  representatives  in  the  Local  Parlia- 
ment as  early  as  possible.
